Its pleasantly landscaped grounds 
on county property abuts Juvenile 
Hall. 
When officially opened in July 
1963, it boasted the distinction of 
being the first such open facility in 
California. No walls, no fences. 
Approaching the front entrance, one 
is bombarded with a plethora of 
sounds. Chattering girls, busy at the 
sewing 
machine, 
in 
crafts, 
or 
outside 
playing 
volleyball 
and 
basketball. Telephones busy in the 
staff offices. A bustle of people in 
and out. A tea being held for 
prospective members of the La 
Morada 
Auxiliary 
Volunteer 
Program. Somehow, like Congress, 
it works. 
Because of this flexibility, La 
Morada 
can 
serve 
each 
girls 
individual needs. Girls accrue grade 
points according to their fulfillment 
and 
acceptance 
of 
assigned 
responsibilities 
from 
cooking, 
d ishw ashing 
and 
g en e ral 
housecleamng on a rotating basis to 
upkeep and maintenance of their 
own rooms. Additional points are 
awarded for the amount of school 
day attendance given during the 
school year. 
At La Morada, residents are not 
confined. 
They 
attend 
public 
schools, 
are average or above 
average 
in 
intelligence. 
“ One 
Lompoc girl is in thé upper three 
percent in the United States, with a 
genius IQ., 
said director Mrs. 
Faith W. Ryan . . . and was failing 
everything in school.’* Today, she is 


improving. 
Younger girls attend La Colina 
Junior High. For the oldqr girls, it’s 
San

School. 
Transportation is usually arranged 
through

At the completion of the school 
year, the more responsible girls that 
qualify, may become volunteers in

spreading northward through Texas 
and threatening other states. 


The disease, Venezuelan Equine 
Encephalomyelitis (V EE ), already 
has killed up to 6,000 horses in Texas 
and Mexico and made hundreds of 
humans ill. 
Doctors reported Friday a 6year- 
old San Antonio girl died of some 
form of encephalomyelitis, possibly

emphasized that VEE, though fatal

The girl was identified only as the 
daughter of an Air Force enlisted 
man.

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Grim labor picture grows 


with selective rail halts

A grim picture was painted on the labor scene today as selective 
strikes against the Union Pacific and Southern Railroads moved into 
the second day. Management officials retaliated against the United 
Transportation Union by imposing new work rules—the reason for the 
dispute—on other railroads. 
The new’ rules Friday resulted in the mass firings ot employes on 
other railroads and tremendous pay cuts lor those still on the job. 
The Nixon administration calied union and management back 
together today to try and end the decade-old fight over the work rules, 
with hopes of resolving the issues before the strike spread. The UTU 
next week could walk out on three more railroads. 
However, the walkout against the railroads Friday morning was just 
another thorn in the side of a nation suffering under the mounting 
pressures of strikes. 
A half million telephone workers remained out of work today; the 
copper industry, with little progress, attempted to reach a settlement 
in a strike which has idled 39.000 ; 25 West Coast ports remained closed 
because of a longshoremen's strike with no talks scheduled, and 


similar stalemates were reported in strikes against the telegraph and 
farm manufacturing industries. 
Adding to the headaches was an announcement by Assistant Labor 
Secretary William J. Usery Jr.. Friday that he has called union 
representatives and the new postal service together for round-the- 
clock talks on a contract 
The semi-private U.S. Postal Service took over the mails July I and 
Congress wrote all labor agreements for the nation's mailmen But 
the 750.000 workers want job security and wages remain an issue. The 
Postal Service said it considers the deadline for the new contract to be 
midnight Sunday. If an agreement is not reached the issues are to go to 
final arbitration 
The nation's labor disputes have become further complicated by 
sabotage, vandalism, violence and arrests in the telephone strike. The 
railroad strike has halted the shipments ot hundreds of cars of wheat 
from Kansas and Nebraska and the shipping strike has cost thousands 
of dollars a day in lost port fees. 
In the telephone strike, talks were continuing on a local basis at 
various points across the nation, but with little progress.

Supervisors vote to slash 
salary adjustment funding 


The Board of Supervisors voted 
unanimously 
Friday 
to 
slash 
$500.000 from 
a 
projected 
$1.4 
million salary adjustment tund for 
the 1971-72 fiscal year. 
Administrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson, who recommended the 
major cut — which represents 8 
cents on the tax levy — said he felt 
he 
could 
“ further 
refine*' 
the 
$900.000 figure left with “ possiblitv" 
of chopping 
it still 
further to 
perhaps $700.000. 
The $14 million figure had been 
inserted in the recommended $68 2 
million budget as thè major portion 
of a proposed $2,080.000 contingency 
fund. The salary adjustment item 
represented what was considered to 
be a sum sufficient to meet pay 
adjustments promised some 2.300 
county employes following a wage 
review still to be concluded by 
Johnson soft ice. 
It was estimated a slash to 
$700.000 would reduce a possible 5 
per cent overall pay boost for 
employes, effective July 5, to less 
than 3 per cent. 
County employe groups — headed 
by 
the 
1.400-member 
County 
Employes Assn. — are expected to 
tile torrid protests to the cutting 
down of the wage 
adjustment 
ligure. 
Zack Stringer, general manager of 
the County Employes Assn., filed a

protest, 
saying

Johnson's office could not possibly 
have enough new salary data from 
the eight other counties — on which 
Santa Barbara Countv salaries are 


based — to know what is needed at 
this time. 
Stringer said “ it appears that 
other comparable counties are going 
for an average of 5 per cent 
increase."

Bicentennial 
circuit rider

Much thought, and properly so, is attached to the com ­ 
ing bicentennial celebration of the United States of A m er­ 
ica. The yeai» 1976 will soon be here and the national ac­ 
tivities surging around this historic event are well under 
way. 
Yet significant events did precede the Declaration of 
Independence, the signing of the Constitution and the 
shaping of the Congress. Much of the 18th century was 
pioneer, frontier work—and on the front edge were m is­ 
sionaries and circuit riders probing the forest settle­ 
ments and staying close to wagon trains and hom e­ 
steaders. 
Not surprising is the salute going up to the prerevolu­ 
tionary leadership of Francis Asbury, Methodist circuit 
rider commissioned by John Wesley and surely one of 
the keys to the vast expansion of Protestant Christianity 
in the colonies. Asbury touched these shores in 1771 and 
provided the initial thrust for the tradition of circuit 
riding among Christian churches and fellowships. 
Asbury was to stretch his preaching-teaching run from 
New Ham pshire to Georgia and head as far west as the 
Mississippi. Communities with no regular pastor and 
many without regular public worship were eager for 
the five- or six-week stops of preachers on horseback. 
As part of the 200th-anniversary celebration of A sbury’s 
arrival in the colonies (M aryland) an art medal has been 
created by sculptor Ralph J. Menconi. One side shows 
a head of Wesley who inspired Asbury’s work in the New 
World. The opposite or reverse traces the first circuit 
created by Asbury in 1771. 
Saddlebags, bedroll and Bible make up some of the 
symbolism of this first American Methodist bishop who 
visited and preached in taverns, jails and private homes 
from 1771 to 1816. Historians note that Asbury gave more 
than 16,000 sermons and covered some 300,000 miles on 
horseback. 
The Methodist-Episcopal Church was organized in 1784. 
Our circuit judge system of law was influenced by the 
logic and success of this saddlebag ministry. The Chau­ 
tauqua Circuit, also a Methodist creation, brought out­ 
standing program s of discussion, debate and music to 
rural and small town America. 
Special com m em orations of Bishop A sbury’s pioneer 
ministry will take place in the mid-South. At Wilmore, 
Ky.. home of Asbury College and Asbury Theological 
Seminary, a three-day convocation will be held starting 
Oct. 26-Mhe date of A sbury’s arrival in the colonies in 
1771. 
The Rev. Ted Nicholas of Ashland. Ky., has written a 
script for a motion picture to be shown during the con­ 
vocation. Speakers for the three days include Kentucky’s 
Gov. Louie B. Nunn, Bishop Roy H. Short of Louisville 
and Bishop Kenneth W. Copeland of Houston. Tex. 
f 
In North Carolina, another im portant stop on Bishop 
Asbury’s circuit, there will be special events at Lake 
Junaluska, the Jurisdictional Conference Grounds of the 
United Methodist Church and center of world Methodism. 
Dates for North Carolina are Sept. 3-5. 
Historians are generally agreed that the celebrations 
of 1776 would have been empty indeed without the nerve 
and vision of people like Francis Asbury who took the 
Bible to the frontier and founded communities within 
the wilderness—the saddlebag ministry of 1771.

“ All sorts of sm a rt people 
laughed uproariously at the 
sta te m e n t of M ary Baker 
Eddy that m a tte r did not 
exist; that it was an erro r of 
m ortal mind.

So in the 
spring of 1966 the John Birch 
Society

from public controversy. 


Today, its k n e e s s t i l l 
’ skinned from past awkward­ 
ness. the JBS insists it is en 
route back to the days of 
glory. 
“Some people wish 
we were dead,” says founder 
and still d i r e c t o r Robert 
Welch, “but I can assure 
one and all we are not." 
To the contrary, Welch de­ 
clares, the society is “ grow­ 
ing l i k e T o p s y ” (that’s 
Topsy, not Trotsky). Welch 
says exact figures are not 
possible to obtain, but he 
estimates JBS spends more 
than $5 million annually to 
encourage and support “be­ 
t w e e n 60,000 a n d 100,000 
m e m b e r s in 3,000 to 4.000 
chapters t h r o u g h o u t the 
United States.” 
Furthermore. Welch adds, 
the Society is in the process 
of doub’ing everything in the 
organization: “We’ve got to 
get bigger and bigger. Since 
the first of the year, for ex­ 
ample, the circulation for 
one of our m a g a z i n e s , 
American Opinion, has dou­ 
bled from 22.000 to nearly 
45,000. Now Roman numeral 
No. 1 on our agenda is to 
double the membership. We 
want 150 to 200.000 members.

ciency for the JBS follows 
the nosc-to-the-gnndstone 
Protestant ethic.) There 1^ 
probably not much idle gos­ 
siping, nor water fountain 
dallying here. These people 
have a mission—“to save the 
world from communism.”— 
and it’s eight hours’ work for 
eight hours’ pay. 
Welch 
himself 
sets 
the 
pace. He says he fights com­ 
munism 
every 
day 
and 
night. He hasn’t had a vaca­ 
tion in five years. And more 
evenings than not he re­ 
mains in his office, writing, 
plotting and finally giving in 
to sleep on a couch, 
Welch, of course, is the 
John Birch Society. It was 
his conception, it now 
is 
legalized 
under his name 
(Robert Welch. Inc.), and 
some believe it could not sur­ 
vive without his insistence. 
Born rich, a member of the 
candy family, he gave up an 
enormously comfortable loft 
to mess in what must be 
some of the most contro- 
\ersial 
gutters 
in 
recent 
times. And though his philo­ 
sophies are wearv ( he's con­ 
vinced sex education will 
turn 
infants 
i n t o 
Com­ 
munists). even his adver­ 
saries admire his dedication 
He has never drawn a dime 
of salary from JBS. has been 
ignored by most of polite so­ 
ciety (one of the nation’s 
best known men. he’s not 
listed in Who’s Who), and is 
generally 
thought 
of 
as 
kooky. 
He says the Communists 
tear him more than any oth­ 
er single person in the United 
States for Welch is not just 
out to contain communism. 
He wants to smash it. drive 
it off the planet. If he had 


his way, every missile in 
America would fall on Mos­ 
cow tomorrow—because he 
thinks we should strike be­ 
fore they do. 
“ Already,” he says, “ the 
Communists 
control 
one- 
third of the world’s popula­ 
tion. Their design is simple 
enough, they want every­ 
thing. And they’ll get it it 
we let them. All they need 
to take something over is to 
get three per cent of it. If 
they can get three per cent 
of a newspaper, or a school 
system, or a government, 
that’s all they need to win 
Right now, they don't have 
three per cent of America.

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Keep moaning 
out of mowing 


By MR. FIX 


One of today’s great work- 
savers also is a potentially 
lethal instrument. The power 
mower, particularly the ro­ 
tary type, is the accepted 
tool for cutting the grass. 
But, unless normal precau­ 
tions are o b s e r v e d , the 
mower can injure and maim. 
It also has another quality 
the old hand mower didn’t 
have—that is the quality of 
breaking down. There was 
little that could go wrong 
w i t h 
the 
old 
push-style 
mower but there are any 
number of things that can 
interrupt the operation of a 
power mower. 
Again, like safety, contin­ 
uous operation without trou­ 
ble is mostly a matter of ob­ 
serving proper precautions. 
Let’s take safety first. 
Read the owner’s manual 
thoroughly. Familiarize your­ 
self with the controls and 
what they do. Be certain that 
you can stop the mower in­ 
stantly. 
Stand clear when you start 
the mower. Hands and feet 
should never be under the 
mower or near the discharge 
chute or near any moving 
part while you are mowing. 
Fill the gas tank before 
you start. Do not fill while 
the e n g i n e is running or 
while it is hot. If gasoline 
spills on the engine, wipe it 
off before starting. Remem­ 
ber that gasoline is very in­ 
flammable and handle it ac­ 
cordingly. 
Clear the lawn of stones, 
sticks and other foreign ob­ 
jects before mowing. 
Such 
objects can be hurled with 
tremendous force. They also 
will damage the blade. Stop 
mowing if someone is op­ 
posite the discharge chute. 
Keep the area clear of peo­ 
ple as well as objects. 
Do not mow wet, slippery 
grass. Do not run—walk. Do 
not pull the mower toward 
you. Do not leave the mower 
running if you have to step 
away for a moment. 
Mow horizontally across a 
slope; never up and down. 
Disconnect the spark plug 
before making any repairs 
or adjustments or whenever 
you c l e a n the discharge 
chute or the underside of the 
mower. 


M o s t safety precautions 
are good maintenance tips. 
Keep all nuts and bolts tight 
Stop and tighten them at the 
least sign of rattling. Check 
blade mounting nut occasion­ 
ally to see that it is tight— 
but don’t forget to discon­ 
nect the spark plug first! 
Check oil level and change 
oil at recommended inter­ 
vals. Do not use gasoline left 
from last season. D r a i n 
tank of old fuel. Keep air 
filters clean. 
Blades can be removed 
and sharpened with a file. 
File evenly and keep the 
blade balanced. A dull and 
rough blade will leave the 
grass brown. 
Remember that any exces­ 
sive vibration is a sign of 
trouble. C h e c k mounting 
bolts, blade nut. If none of 
these are loose, check for a 
bent blade, something that 
results when you hit the edge 
of a walk, a tree root or a 
large stone or when you scaip 
a high spot in the lawn.

The First In a U.S. Series 


What has to be an un­ 
precedented even in numis­ 
matic history begins with the 
issuance of the Type I Lin­ 
coln Numistamp on or before 
July 25. The series, when 
completed, will consist of 
over 100 pieces commemor­ 
ating every coin issued by 
the United States from 1793 
to date. 
Each 
s t a m p 
measures 
l'*8 X 2Ui inches x 1/16-inch 
thick and will be struck in 
metals similar to those of 
the coin portrayed. The Type 
I Lincoln, illustrated, will be 
finished in antique copper. 
.All half-cent and one-cent 
numistamps will be antique 
copper. Five cent pieces and 
coins of current cupro-nickel 
compositions will be pro­ 
duced in pure nickel. Numi­ 
stamps 
depicting 
s i l v e r 
pieces will be in .999 fine sil­ 
ver. but due to restrictions 
on 
gold 
fabrication, 
gold 
pieces will be 24 karat gold 
plate. 
True to the purpose of the 
numistamp in commemorat­ 
ing a coin, only the inscrip­ 
tions and or symbols used on 
the original coin appear on 
the stamp. The obverse is 
faithfully reproduced at one 
end or the other, depending 
on the facing direction of the 
profile and always 1 inch in 
diameter, regardless of the 
actual size of the coin de­ 
picted. 


The field of the stamp is 
occupied with the contents of 
the coin’s reverse. All com­ 
ponents are in their relative 
positions except that inscrip­ 
tions, mottoes and legends, 
usually in radius, are dis­ 
played in a horizontal line. 
Other than fitting a partic­ 
ular symbol to a more pleas­ 
ing position, no liberties have 
been taken with the mean­ 
ingful configuration of any 
segment of the design. An 
example 
of 
t h i s 
is 
the 
straight wheat head shown to 
the left of the Lincoln cent. 
On the coin itself two wheat 
heads flank the denomination 
in a curved position. But a 
single wheat head used to 
close the field of the numi­ 
stamp design does nothing to 
detract from the original in­ 
tent of the engraver.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) — 
Maybe Hollywood’s movie 
production has fallen on evil 
days, but Los Angeles’ thea­ 
ter has come of age. 
At the moment, the three 
theaters that make up the 
Music Center complex are 
busy with three intriguing 
productions. 
Katharine Hepburn is star­ 
ring in “ Coco,” which isn’t 
much in either the book or 
music departments, but she 
is so fantastic that you don’t 
leally care. It’s too bad she 
has to sing, though; her sing­ 
ing voice is like the bellow- 
ings of a wounded yak. 
The milestone m u s i c a l , 
“ Company,” w i t h George 
Chakiris in the lead, is also 
at the Music Center. It’s a 
tremendously slick produc­ 
tion, with marvelous music 
»and dancing, but it is virtual­ 
ly bookless. 
“ The Trial of the Catons- 
ville Nine,” Father Daniel 
Perrigan’s s emi dr amat ic 
tract, is the third play at the 
Music Center. Some veteran 
Hollywood hands — William 
Schallert and Nancy Malone 
—help a good cast, but the 
work itself is an attempt to 
justify an illegal action—the 
burning of draft cards—and 
the most powerful speech is 
that of the U.S. government 
attorney’s closing summa­ 
tion, which must be Berri- 
gan’s conscience talking. 


And, recently, G e o r g e 
Kennedy and Carol Burnett 
teamed 
for 
a 
revival 
of 
“ P l a z a Suite,” and they 
worked well together. Carol 
treated the material as she 
would a skit on her TV show, 
but those are funny, too. And 
Kennedy proved himself as 
masterful at stage comedy 
as he is at movie villainy.

Local theatres offer 
new movie magazine

N EW YO RK — (NEA) — 
Bullfighting, as you know, 
pits a man with a cape and 
sword against a large black 
male cow with horns. It is a 
sticky business and regard­ 
less of who wins, there is 
always a lot of gore. 
Many Americans object to 
bullfighting. They say it is 
mean and cruel and revolt­ 
ing. They would like to take 
all b u l l s and send them 
home to their mothers. Bull­ 
fight aficionados, however, 
say this is because Ameri­ 
cans know nothing of bulls 
and often confuse them with 
Shetland ponies. 
Barnaby Conrad is an ex­ 
ception to this statement. A 
San Francisco native, he has 
f o u g h t and killed enough 
bulls to qualify for member- 
s h i p in the meatcutters 
union. 
Ernest Hemingway 
said C o n r a d knew more 
about bullfighting than any 
American who ever lived. 
“ It’s a fact,” Conrad said, 
“ that the bull bred for fight­ 
ing lives a year longer than 
the bull bred for beef. If I 
were a bull, I know that I 
would rather die in the ring 
than be led off and hit in 
the head with a baseball bat 
by Mr. Swift and Mr. Ar­ 
mour in Chicago.” 
Conrad admits, however, 
that there is not much point 
to rooting for the bull at the 
fight. There is no such thing 
as a bull with a reputation.

“ A bull only fights once,” 
he said. “ If he isn’t killed 
in the ring, he is taken out­ 
side and hit with a baseball 
bat. 
“ They butcher the bulls at 
the ring. As you leave, you 
can buy the beef. It’s good 
meat. They’re not tough, like 
you might think.” 
Conrad is a close friend 
of E l Cordobés, the illiterate 
millionaire matador who is 
the main attraction of a June 
13 transatlantic closed-cir- 
cuit television broadcast. E l 
Cordobés, 35, is sort of a 


combination Jo e Namath- 
Neil Armstrong in Spain and 
the 
broadcast’s 
promoters 
hope to gross more than $5 
million. 


“ Years ago, E l Cordobés 
was a starving orphan who 
would sneak into the pas­ 
tures of landowners at night 
and by the light of the moon 
practice bullfighting against 
cows,” Conrad said. “ Now 
he owns six airplanes, two 
Rolls-Royce autos and sev­ 


eral million dollars. He still 
can’t read—but he’s the idol 
of nearly every y o u t h in 
Spain.” 


A few years ago, the hand­ 
some matador’s stature was 
threatened by a rival who 
kept leaping out of the stands 
and kissing the bulls E l Cor­ 
dobés was fighting.

Dueling 
was 
once 
the 
accepted method of settling 
differences in many parts of 
the world. It has since gone 
the way of the horse and 
buggy. At Allan Hancock's 
Performing Arts Center this 
summer, dueling is being 
revived. 
One of the plays being 
staged at Allan Hancock for 
the 
summer 
season 
is 
Shakespeare's 
“ Ham let" 
under 
the 
direction 
of 
Gordon Peacock. In the last 
scene of the play a duel 
takes 
p lace 
between 
Hamlet, played by Vance 
Jeffris, and Laertes, done 
by Eugene O'Neill. 
A 
fencing 
instructor, 
Trudy Sehoenfeldt, has been 
hired to teach these men the 
correct form for fencing. 
She studied with Maestros 
Marki and Palfy-Alpar for 
several 
years 
in 
San 
Francisco. 
These 
men 
occupy a respected position 
among fencers and fencing 
coaches 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Jeffris 
and 
O 'Neill 
practice 
diligently every 
day and have lessons three 
times a week. They are 
learning the basic fencing 
moves in order that they 
may present their audiences 
with a realistic feeling of 
what a duel is like. They are 
using a conventional dueling 
weapon called the epee. 
In 
practice 
sessions, 
masks 
and 
protective 
fencing jackets are worn. 
On the stage it will be the 
men and their skills without 
any 
of 
these 
safety 
measures. 
Fencing appears to be an 
awkward sport at first. The

N EW YO RK — (N EA ) — 
Pierre 
Salinger 
has 
been 
many t h i n g s : 
Reporter, 
speech writer, Senate inves­ 
tigator, press secretary to 
two American presidents and 
I S senator from California. 
He has written a book called, 
W it h Kennedy,” and a 
splendid new novel, “ On In­ 
structions 
of 
My 
Govern 
ment.” 
At 46. he remains a na­ 
tional figure. Some veteran 
White House reporters have 
v ailed him the best presiden­ 
tial press secretary e v e r 
True. Salinger now lives in 
London 
but he’s not that 
’.eng gone. A short, stout fel­ 
low with thick, dark brown 
ban and an eight-inch cigar, 
he should be easily identifi­ 
able.

The novel is self-described 
as a 
tense and dramatic 
book about the awesome con­ 
sequences of political expe­ 
diency 
a tale of, not only 
what could happen, but what 
is happening. 
It is election year.

ing President of the United 
States is in poll trouble. As 
one ol several image-boost­ 
ing moves, the President is 
advised to drop all aid to 
the military junta in a myth­ 
ical Latin-American country.
